Heels In Fast Mile 


Pilate’s Progeny Romp Home At 
Detroit, Delaware Park And 


Suffolk To Score Victories 


It was the first stake triumph of 
lovely Night’s 3-year-old season 
Saturday and the young son of the 
Virginia sire Pilate, carrying Mrs. 
F. Ambrose Clark’s colors, scored it 
in no indecisive fashion as he ran 
the fastest mile yet turned in at the 
current Suffolk meeting, to defeat 
the favorite Ariel Toy along with a 
field of six other top contenders for 
the $7,500 added Constitution Hand- 
icap. Polishing off the distance in 
1:37 3-5, Lovely Night displayed 
the form which gained him six 
juvenile outings last year and once 
previously this spring when he cap- 
tured the Alcedo Purse at Jamaica 
in April. 

While Lovely Night was taking 
the Suffolk feature on Saturday, 
George D. Widener’s Eight Thirty, 
another 3-year-old son of Pilate, 
romped to his first victory of the 
year in a six furlong allowance race 
at Delaware Park the same _after- 
noon, while only the preceding day 
out at Detroit T. Jolley’s 2-year-old 
Pilate filly Miss B. B. had dropped 
graduate 





her nose over the line to 
from the maiden ranks, having out- 
gamed ten others of her class for 
four and a half furlongs. 

One of the top performers at Del- 
aware Park that day, however, was 
W. L. Brann’s Challephen,  6-year- 
old gelded son of the great Mary- 
land sire *Challenger II, who chalk- 
ed up his second straight win at the 
Wilmington track, bits time to annex 
the $5,000 added Brandywine Hand- 
icap, defeating among others that 
spasmodic sprinter Fighting Fox. 

Another Maryland sired winner 
of the same age came in for the day’s 
biggest purse at Belmont on Thurs- 
day, June 1, when Mrs. G. C. Win- 
frey’s Crack Brigade gelding Bill 
Farnsworth ran a mile to annex the 
featured Harlem Claiming Stakes 
which netted him some $3,500 and 
represented his third win this year. 

In addition to the Pilate young- 
ster’s triumph, a_ gelded son of 
*Strolling Player in J. V. Stewart's 
Blare also stepped from the 2-year- 
old maiden ranks, scoring his first 
at Delaware Park on June 1, as did 
Potranco, V. E. Berry’s young 
Judge Hay gelding at Lincoln Fields 
the same day and later this week 
William F. Hitt’s Sun Meadow filly 
Irish Mirth made her first entry in 
to the winners’ circle, at Delaware 
last Monday. Other juvenile winners 
by Virginia sires during the past

Vaccinating horses and mules with 
the chick embry» vaccine has been 
able to give protection against 
sleeping sickness for at least six 
months. It is something that must be 
used with great care. The chick em- 
bryo itself is difficult to handle and 
the results themselves have not been 
used long enough to be declared fool 
proof against the danger of rein- 
fection. In Virginia at the present 
time there are no cases of sleeping 
sickness in horses or mules, and 
every effort must be made to see 
that the infection is not introduced. 
Wherever vaccination is given there 
are certain precautions that must be 
taken. 

Severe swellings in 35 horses and 
the death of one, following a second 
vaccination, and other reports of 
trouble from vaccination makes 
caution imperative. The following 
points should be remembered. 

lst. The chick embryo vaccine is 
a protein tissue suspension vaccine 
and deteriorates with age, even when 
held in refrigeration. 

2nd. It undergoes’ detrimental 
changes rapidly at temperatures of 
70 degrees Fahrenheit or over. 

3rd. It should be shipped to the 
user as soon as possible after it is 
made, and held at temperatures 
close to 40 degrees F. while in ship- 
ment and until used. That means re- 
frigeration in transit, on arrival, and 
even while being transported to the 
farm where used. Veterinarians 
should use small refrigerators’ or 
thermos jugs to carry the vaccine in 
their cars. 

4th. Vaccination should be sub- 
cutaneous, (just under the skin) and 
the first and second injections, 7 or 
8 days apart, should be on opposite 
sides of the neck. Good veterinarians 
shave the hair from the neck at 
point of injection, and wash skin 
with alcohol, then tincture of iodine, 
and use only sterile needles.

scess formation, are liable to occur 
if the second injection,—7 or 8 days 
after the first,—is put in ANY- 
WHERE NEAR the site of the first; 
hence be sure your veterinarian uses 
the opposite side of the neck for 
second shot. 

5th. Vaccination into the muscles 
should not be done. The bad results 
mentioned in the first paragraph 
came from injection into the breast 
muscles, the second shot being plac- 
ed near the first,—and the work was 
done by an able veterinarian, who 
observed aseptic precautions. 


Worst of all, injection deep into 
the muscles hides any infection that 
may develop. An abscess may form 
with pus from intra-muscular inject- 
ion and the animal may become ser- 
iously ill therefrom, without serious 
swelling at site of injection. The 
ablest veterinarians in this country 
strongly advise against injecting 
vaccine ‘into the muscles, for reasons 
just cited: so even though directions 
with some vaccines cail for  inject- 
ion into the muscles, don’t allow 
this, but have your veterinarian in- 
ject it just beneath the skin on the 
neck where it will not be affected 
by harness, collar or saddle; then if 
a serious swelling does develop, you 
will know it. 

6th. The remarkably good _re- 
sults obtained from chick embryo 
vaccine last year were probably due 
to the fact that the material was 
shipped as fast as made, and used as 
soon as received, by veterinarians 
who were above the average in tech- 
nical skill. 

You can tell, instantly, how old a 
vaccine is, for each package and vial 
bears an expiration date, after which 
it should not be used. It was made 
about 6 months prior to expiration 
date. 

As the owner of valuable horses, 
you are entitled to insist that these 
precautions are observed. If you do 
not, you may suffer serious loss. 





TRAINER-AMATEUR 
RULE IN REVIEW 


N. S. & H. A. Consider Two 
Amendments To Racing Rules 


Recognize Amateur Riders 

The Board of Stewards, of the 
National Steeplechase and Hunt As- 
sociation, convened at Belmont 
Park, last Thursday, June _Ist., 
when an amendment was proposed to 
open the Trainer-Amateur rule, so 
that an Amateur Rider, not previous- 
ly licensed as a Trainer, may receive 
a livense to train horses other than 
his own. This change was proposed 
so that gentlemen can train without 
affecting their amateur status. 

Another amendment was proposed 
to eliminate, for penalty purposes, 
any plate given to the owner of the 
winner, when not valued at $100 or 
upward. A number of instances were 
cited where hunt-meeting 
horses were carrying greater weights 
than they should actually have been 
handicapped due to. penalties of 
‘“plate’”’ winnings

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Hunting Notes:- 


MR. STEWART’S CHESHIRE 


The late Henry G. Vaughan, one of the great foxhunters of our time on 
one of his last visits to his friend, W. Plunket Stewart at Unionville, Chester 
County, Pennsylvania, wrote the following lines in the guest book at Brook- 
lawn: 

“Sport more than glorious; Hounds superlative; and hospitality heaven- 
iyi’ 

Perhaps all the writing in the world could not more adequately describe 
the hunting establishment of W. Plunket Stewart, M. F. H. of Mr. Stewart’s 
Cheshire in the midst of that famous old country, Chester County, whose 
rolling fields and fine covers have echoed to the challenge of Hounds for the 
past one hundred and fifty years. 

To be truly appreciated this hunting country has to be seen for it is hard 
to visualize in America a territory of some 20,000 acres, privately owned, a 
country 18 miles wide by 20 miles long almost completely in grass, with but 
little wire and mile after mile of galloping land interspersed with well made 
post and rail fences of a uniform height. It is almost unheard of in the 
United States for foxhunters to be able to take their own line across country 
without stopping at gaps through wire, without lining up to jump panels, 
without checking to cross hard roads. 

To American sportsmen, Unionville has long been the mecca of the fox- 
hunter and he is fortunate who is invited to have a day with Plunket Stew- 
art and his English bred foxhounds and to enjoy the hospitality of Mr. and 
Mrs. Stewart at Brooklawn for there is little left to be desired after such a 
visit. 

In the first place Unionville represents the achievement of a life long 
ambition of one of the great sportsmen in this country, the ambition to de- 
velop a pack of Hounds in perfect country, an ambition nurtured in boyhood 
in Baltimore when Plunket Stewart and Redmond Stewart as youngsters 
paid $40 for their first couple of Foxhounds during a trip in England. This 
same ambition was carried on during years spent hunting in the Green 
Spring Valley with Redmond Stewart when the young Master of the Green 
Spring would write in his hunting diary, ‘‘I whooped the dogs on the line’”’ 
and it would mean a hunt through the Valley to Reisterstown, and Randalls 
Town, along the Liberty Turnpike for hours on a stretch, with Hounds still 
left hunting because the celebrated sportsman could not bear to whip them 
off even though darkness prevented him from following his beloved pack. 

In his search for hunting country Plunket Stewart came upon the Union- 
ville country about 1913. There was then a pack of Hounds being hunted 
by farmers. This country lies just north of the Maryland and Delaware 
State lines and has been hunted by farmer packs since before the Revolu- 
tionary War. At the time Mr. Stewart purchased his first acreage in Chester 
County, Frank B. Chambers had a private pack at Unionville. This was in 
1913 and Mr. Stewart asked Mr. Chamberlin to continue to hunt the Hounds 
this first season although he had purchased the entire pack from him. The 
more Mr. Stewart continued to hunt this territory, the more pleased he be- 
came as the possibilities for development became apparent. Unionville then 
had nothing but dirt roads connecting it with the outside world. Today paved 
roads run through the country going to Wilmington and Philadelphia but 
they are not numerous and Mr. Stewart has built all the fences back off the 
road for a distance of 40 feet so that horses can jump out of the field, cross 
the road and jump on the other side with plenty of room to spare. The roads 
are a convenience to modern travel without hindering the hunting due to 
this farsighted action which has been followed by the other landowners. 
Add to this is a similiarity that Virginia enjoys of the complete absence of 
any suburbs. There is nothing but a great rolling countryside of grass. The 
farmers are almost all dairy men and the vast majority of the territory 
which is not owned by Mr. Stewart has been bought by his friends. 

Interestingly enough although Virginia is one of the greatest hunting 
countries in the world, its comparison with the Chester County country ends 
almost immediately in the absence of suburbs. Unlike Virginia, there is an 
almost complete lack of stones and ledges in the fields; there are no stone 
fences; there are very few fields in corn and wheat whereas corn and wheat 
is the prevalent crop on almost every Virginia farm. The pack is, of course, 
famous as having been bred from the finest English Hounds that can be 
purchased while Virginia packs have little if any English blood although 
Dr. Randolph has used some English blood at Piedmont. However Virginia 
packs are practically without any English infusion and are the purebred 
American Hound, the majority of which have come from Virginia. The cov- 
erts at Unionville are large, but evenly spuced throughout the countryside. 
In Virginia the coverts are not uniform, the majority are small with the ex- 
ception of Middleburg; the Virginia country is considerably rougher, more 
hilly and the clay soil although perfect for the blue grass pastureland, makes 
going difficult in wet weather often being without any bottom, particularly 
in the spring of the year. 

So much for comparison although there is not need for comparison for 
these countries are two great hunting countries offering the best sport in 
America. 

Much can be said about the quality of Mr. Stewart's English Foxhounds. 
In fact volumes have been written on the development of the great English 
Hound which when once seen can never be forgotten. The great muscle and 
bone of these Hounds, the fine intelligent head, the uniformity, are a tri- 
umph of the breeder's art It has taken several centuries to develop the 
English Foxhound to their present state and Mr. Stewart has ever been at 
pains to secure not the draft but the finest hunting Hounds of the best packs 
in England. The first Hound came from the Warwickshire in 1914 and at 
that time, the war had made it necessary for the English packs to be cut 
down so that he was able to secure some of the finest English strains In 
1916 Hackler by Belvoir Holiday, L908 from the Middlesex had a great in 
fluence on the pack being one of the foundation Hounds In 1925 Mr 





Stewart began the infusion of new blood with Meynell Bardolph, 1917. To- 
day the pack stands out as the finest collection.of English Hounds in this 
country winners of the Bryn Mawr Show, September, 1938 for the best stal- 
lion English Foxhound with three of his get and having won as many as 16 
of the 23 ribbons offered at this Show and countless prizes in every Hound 
Show in the country. Above all, the Master of Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire insists 
on hunting qualities first before everything. The unusual achievement in 
the development of this pack is their qualities on the flags, coupled with 
their record of their hunting ability. Two runs stand out with Mr. Stewart’s 
Cheshire in the past season. One a run of 40 minutes without a check and 
a kill in the open, another a run of one hour and forty minutes that took the 
pack to within sight of the spires of Westchester over a fifteen mile stretch 
of country with conditions far from perfect, the fields being soggy with a 
deluge of rain. It is interesting to hear Mr. Stewart speak of the cry of his 
English Foxhounds. 

These Hounds have cry and plenty of it. There is no question of cry, but 
rather a question almost of texture in Mr. Stewart’s mind. He considers 
cry one of the most important if not the most important quality to breed for 
because of the thrill that every foxhunter knows only too well when a great 
pack opens on the line of their fox. Perhaps the cry of these Hounds has 
not the actual volume of sound of an American pack, though that I cannot 
tell, but there is no doubt that these Hounds have a truly beautiful cry which 
in depth and quality cannot be matched. To look at them in their new, 
workmanlike kennels of stone is to see a beautiful, uniform lot, a bitch 
pack and a dog pack of amazing bone and substance utterly unlike the fam- 
iliar American Hound. The English Hound has been bred for bone, sub- 
stance, proportion with such success, that he is far from his. American cousin. 


The round cat feet have not been developed to anything like the perfec- 
tion in the American Hound that they have in these English Hounds. Mr. 
Stewart has been careful not to exaggerate the overly straight legs found in 
the Hounds winning at Peterborough some years ago. The forelegs are 
beautifully straight and the Hounds stand well up on their toes. The great 
bone of these legs goes up into fine well proportioned shoulders slanted back 
like a thoroughbred. Straight backs, straight sterns and well made power- 
ful quarters completes a picture of a Foxhound that is as fine a looking sight 
as can be found. There are a few light colored Hounds which are particu- 
larly fine specimens but the majority of the pack are black and white with 
some tan about the head and ears. 

The kennels are beauitfully worked out and show the benefit which Mr. 
Stewart has been able to gain from his years of experience with Foxhounds, 
They are utterly and completely practicable, to be kept clean with the mini- 
mum amount of work and yet provide every possible convenience. There is 
a cement yard in the front of the kennels where Hounds may be shown. This 
leads to a cement passageway on which five large flagged yards open from 
the Kennels. These are built of beautiful flagging and slant with a consid- 
erable incline to large drains at the end of each yard. At the left as you 
go in is another yard where Hounds are fed and then you enter the kennels 
proper. Five large compartments house the bitch pack and the dog pick. 
In the rear of the kennels is the cooking room, the wash room, the meat 
room and a large electric refrigerator room. In an entirely separate build- 
ing is the hospital and scattered around in the yards surrounding the kennel 
building are small wooden kennels and pens where the bitches have their 
litters although they whelp in the whelping pens in the Kennel proper. The 
whole kennels are absolutely spotless, ample proof of the kennel manage- 
ment and care taken by Huntsman Charles Smith, and the Hounds are in

beautiful condition, on the fat side, but why shouldn’t they be in such quar- 
ters with cubbing still many weeks off. 

There are 5% couple of white Hounds that Mr. Stewart plans to Show at 
Bryn Mawr this Fall which should make a most striking entry. They are 
white with indefineable tan markings. These Hounds are by Goldsmith 
from the Oakley which joins the Pytchley country in England. The princi- 
pal stallion Hound being used to carry on the fine qualities of this pack, 
built up by Hackler bred by that celebrated Hound man, Alex Higginson of 
the Cattistock, is Warrior. This Hound a truly grand individual is by San- 
ford by Struggler from the South Staffordshire and is out of Wiley a bitch 
from the Vale of Whitehorse (Cricklade) of which the Earl of Cadogan is 
Joint Master. Mr. Stewart is thus still persevering in importing Hounds 
from the top packs in England, Hounds that are being used to maintain the 
best strains of the English Foxhound. It is for this reason, perhaps, that 
Mr. Stewart has been able to show such splendid sport with the English 
Foxhound where other Masters have failed in this country. Hunting qualities 
must come first and once a good hunting Hound has been discovered, price 
is no object. Mr. Stewart on one trip to England having discovered a fine 
hunting Hound attempted to buy him and had to wait some time but finally 
persisted and purchased the Hound which was being used as a stallion 
Hound for one of the best of the English packs. It has taken twenty-five 
years for the Master of Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire to develop his present pack 
but the appearance of the pack today more than justifies this great endea- 
vor. The 50 couples in the kennels and the 20% couple to be entered this 
year are very impressive. They leave nothing to be desired. 


After a trip to the Kennels one turns to the stables and there one finds a 
definite type of hunter, a type that is best described by names such as The 
Squire, Huntsman and Marcellinus, horses that for hunting ability have be- 
come famous as great personalities on many a hunting field. Mr. Stewart’s 
hunters are not necessarily thoroughbreds. They must be strong, sturdy, 
with great bone without being clumsy; they are closely coupled, well quar- 
tered, their heads high and well set on, not too thick at the neck, and strong, 
sloping shoulders. There are thoroughbreds at the stable, plenty of them, 
for many of the progeny of Milkman are being developed there and after 
the success of -Pasteurized, Early Delivery, Milk and others, the bloodlines 
are popular in every stud. 


From the kennels and the stables, the gracious hospitality of Brooklawn 
awaits the visitor and to visit Brooklawn is to know the graciousness of the 
American sportsman and his family at its very best. Mr. and Mrs. Stewart 
have attracted to their country their ciose personal friends to enjoy their 
hunting. These families have settled there so that now the countryside is 
dotted with farms, whose owners are friends of the Stewarts. Such sports- 
men and women as the Nicholas Ludington’s, the Ted Weirs, Alfred Bissell, 
the C. V. Whitneys, William Carter and the Bill Carter, jrs., the Kerrs, the 
J. Stanley Reeves, the Radcliffe Chestons, the Jim Ryans and Arthur Meigs, 
Andy Harris, Andy Van Pelt, Mrs. Howe Low and many another are at 
Unionville, sportsmen all, with a great Master whose recent election to the 
position of the President of the Masters of Foxhounds Association augurs 
well for the increasing development and prosperity of Foxhunting in this 
country.
